Speaking to the Associated 
Press he said: 
"The aspirations of Montenegro are 
in common accord: with those of other 
peoples of the same race—to become 
a part of the Jugp Slav confederation 
but preserve its autonomy In indepen- 
dence and customs. 
"Montenegro wishes Europe to make 
it possible for it to have its own in- 
tellectual life, although 
maintaining; 


cordial and- fraternal relations 
with 
neighboring 
peoples. 
Montenegro 
might be called the dean of the Jugo 
Slav peoples. It was first to Insvre its 
Independence, fighting for five centur- 
ies against Musselman oppression for 
the liberty of itself and Its neighbors.. 
"Montenegro has never ceased to 


shed its blood and in the beginning the 
great war showed its solidarity with 
Serbia's cause. 
In 1914 the 
whole 


Montenegrin -population took up arms. 
It provided 46,000 soldiers which, con- 
sidering- the number its inhabitants is 
the largest proportion of men given by 
any nation during the strucsle. Every 
Montenegrin 
citizen from 18 to 63 
years of age is a soldier. 
"Montenegro was nearly exhausted 
' the sacrifice it made during the 
Balkan wars in which it lost 13,000 
men and almost all its war material. 
The new war constituted a series of 
srivations. 
Our dead on the battle- 
leld number about 10,000, the num- 
ber of prisoners is as yet unknown."

They nluo hold the faith that other concerns will see 
the benefits of locating In a city which is so naturally situated as a busi- 
ness center. They are making plans to properly house the'families who. 
must be brought here when the General Motors Corporation starts opera- 
tions.

However, there is another thought recently expressed in our pres- 


ence which-might lead, to the promotion of an industry that not only 
wonld provide additional employment for several hundred men but might 
solve tho problem of lower cost of living:, and provide easy handling- of 
local products. 
It is.the establishment of a packing- plant in Janesville 


by individuals.

Almoslt every day hundreds of cars of livestock are sent through 


this City on both the Northwestern and Milwaukee railroad* to Chicago. 
They not only come from points remote on these lines, but from the im- 
med'iate vicinity. Freight has to be paid to Chicag-o on the live animals. 
They are slaughtered there, and then shipped back, the consumer having- 
to pay the freight on the returned dressed carcasses. 


Janesville could, with "the establishment of a modern packing plant, 


supply a large territory and relieve the traffic congestion which becomes 
more o'f a problem the nearer it approaches Chicago./- 
Men who are experienced in buying: stock as well, as those who sell 


dressed meat products, .express the opinion that an up-to-date packing- 
plant could be successfully operated here. 


When it is taken into consideration that sixty per cent of the nation's 


.food is raised in twelve states in the middle west and that Wisconsin is 
the keystone of_this group it should not be difficult to see the advantage 
of taking- some steps to make a bid for the business that is at our door. 
Janesville is situated in the richest agricultural section of this great state. 
Farmers of this community are'called upon at this time to supply a great 
quota of foodstuffs, not .only.for this country's consumption, but for those 
in Europe who are dependent upon us until reconstruction Is completed. 


~ Crops have been bounteous. Prices have been afS high as the gov- 
ernment could let them g-o, and will perhaps remain near, the top notch 
for some time to come. The demand for all commodities will be great. 
"With these conditions assured, it would seem that the establishment of 
institutions right here to care for this territory would be easily recogniza- 
ble as a good business move—not even a venture. 


An idea of the order that Uncle Sam has to fill in the ncirt year is 


g-ivon in a bulletin sent out by K, L, Hatch, agricultural director of the 
extension department of the University of Wisconsin.

quota here and consider only the livestock demand which must be turned 
into the dressed products and it will not take a. great deal of imagination 
on i the part of. business men to conjure a picture of production which 
should be profitable.

Plain g-og-gles arc a valuable protec- 


tion to the eyes of persons engaged 
at work in which frag-ments of steel 
or iron are likely to injure the eyes. 
Although the glasses nre often broken 
by cut blows, the eyes are rarely or 
ever injured by the broken glass, as 
might seem possible. Glass of special 
tensile strength is made for such gog- 
gles. 
Amber and other'colored glasses are 


sometimes used In goggles. Ycllow- 
-g-reen tinted glasses protect against 
snow-blindness. 
Smoked glasses pro- 
tect against exposure to intense sun- 
light. Ordinary daylight and ordinary 
artificial 
light are 
not 
harmful to 


normal eyes, and the habit of wearing 
tinted glasses is condemned by ocu- 
lists and optometrists, who attribute 
any comfort derived therefrom to the 
suggestion of the person 
who 
pro- 


scribes them. 
For diseased, eyes it Is 
sometimes a relief to wear what are 
called London smoke glasses, which 
diminish the amount of light entering 
the eyeo. 
Goggles without side pieces; that is, 


ordinary spectacles with the desired 
glasses, are generally preferable to 
those that are built to exclude light 
and .air from the sides.

work and to materlalize\ masks which 
would replace .torn and missing tissue 
so naturally that the wearer would be 
'able to live out his life In comparative 
happiness. 


Mrs. Ladd is an artist of internation- 


al -repute. ' Born in Philadelphia,1 she 
was educated In private schools, going 
to 'Paris and Rome, where for more 
than twenty years she worked with 
Professors Ferrari and Gallorl. She 
exhibited in the Paris salon, in this 
country and in London. In 1913 she 
exhibited forty bronzes at Gorham's 
In New York and at the Corcoran Art 
Gallery In Washington. She received 
an honorable mention for her work nt 
the Panama Exposition. Incidentally 
she is an author, having published sev- 
eral'novels. 


Captain Wood's original conception 


was to make a- mask to fit those.por- 
tions of the face missing. If the chin 
was missing then the mask would ex- 
tend only over the chin. If the cheek 
was missing then the scarred portion 
would be covered. The question ro be 
solved by Mrs. Ladd was in the manu- 
facture of the masks. They had to be 
light, yet strong, ojf some composition 
which would not tarnish and would re- 
tain the color placed upon its eiterior 
surface. 


After considerable experimentation 


Mrs. Ladd hit upon thin copper ns hav- 
ing sufficient -strength. Then she de- 
cided to have the \base plated with sil- 
ver to' give it a better finish. Next 
came the method to be employed in fit- 
ting the masks. 
Consultations with 


surgeons brought to light the fact that 
nothing could be done with mutiles 
until several months after tlieir wounds 
bad healed completely, as the tissues 
contracted even after complete cicatri- 
zation bad taken place. 


Eventually a perfected method was 


evolved. 
When the mutile has been 


nursed back to health and the tissue 
and mnscles have done contracting 
Mrs. Ladd takes a plaster cast of the 


torn face. 
If possible she obtains a 


photograph of the mutile taken before 
he received the wounds. 
From the photograph and the plaster 


cast Mrs. Ladd, guided by her sculp- 
tor's art, reconstructs another plaster 
cast of only those'parts which are mu- 
tilated. Then a copper mask is made 
one-sixteenth of an inch thick. Then 
comes the first fitting. 
If the mask so far as finished fits 


properly then it is silver plated. Next 
comes the question of making the mask 
appear natural. If eyebrows are need- 
ed they are inserted hair by hair; If 
eyelids are missing artificial eyelids 
adorn the mask, with a hole through 
them that th*wearer may see; if eyes
